distributors to be controlled from auxiliary contacts on « 
No, 1k teletypevriter. 


Note: though only the base required modification, the 
base and transmitter-distributor should be treated as 
@ unit when moved from one location to another.

2. MODIFICATIONS 


Portable Only 


2.01 The modifications required to make a No. 1k station type 

transmitter-distributor portable are shown in Fig. 3 
which is reproduced from American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company Long Lines Department Drawing S-8126-143, and consist 
of the addition of the following items to the TP 77598 mounting 
plate. 
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‘TP 35503 rubber feet 
TP 1269 screws 

TP 12-244 washers 

TP 3598 nuts

2.02 The foregoing parte should be installed on the mounting 
plate as shovn in Figure 3 and as described in the 
following. 


(a) Remove the four TP 33-206 screws and TP 5566 collars 
from the mounting plate and replace vith the rubber 
feet. 


Note: Care should be taken in mounting these rubber feet 
that there will be « washer directly between the ecrev 
heads and the rubber fect and also betveen the nut and 
the mounting plate. In case the screvs project through 
the nuts it may be necessary to file off the projecting 
portions so that they will not interfere vith the re- 
moval or replacement of the TP 77077 base. 


Remote Control Feature 


2.03 The modifications required to provide the remote 

control feature to a portable No. 1s transmitter- 
Aistributor are shown in Pigs. 1, 2 and 3 which are re- 
Produced from American Telephone and Telegraph Company Long 
Lines Department Drawing S-8126-143 and consist of the 
addition of the folloving items to the TP 77598 mounting 
plate.

2.04 The foregoing parts should be installed on the mounting 

plate as shown in Figures 2 and 3 and as described in 
the following. 

(a) Mount the 218-A jack in the modified jack mounting. 


(bd) Remove the TP 77625 guard. 


(c) Drill a hole for a 6-32 screw in the mounting plate 
as shown in Figure 3. 


(4) Remove and discard the right TP 1093 screw and 
‘TP 3646 washer holding the right end of the TP 7398 
contact screw plate in place. 


(e) Mount the modified Jack mounting on the rear right of 

the mounting plate as viewed from the front and secure 
it im place by means of the 8-32 x 7/8 inch mchine screw 
and the TP 71115 screw and TP 55246 nut in the screw holes 
made available under Paragraphs (c) and (4), as shovn in 
Figure 2. 


(f) Replace the TP 77625 guard after connections 
joribed in Part 3 of this Section have been mde.

3.01 For line and pover connections to the modified trans- 
nitter-distributor refer to Plans PM9.01, PM9.02, 
PM9.O4 and PM9.05 covered in Part & of this Section. 


3.02 For connections to the No. 14 teletypewriter associated 
with the modified transnitter-distributor refer to 
Plan PM9.03 covered in Part of the Section.
